Wire the fiuish of the Autumn Race 
Meeting the lighter plonsures of life in 
Shanghai may be said to termiuate for 
the year, aud the more serious basiness 
of winter amusements to begin. Except 
for a few enthusiasts, lawn tennis and 
rowing had already become things of 
he past before the first bell summoning 
riders to weigh in was heard in the 
enclosure. With the last race run, 
almost in the dark on the “ off-day,” 
the fever of such excitemeut as sub. 
scribing to a few sweepstakes gi 
the expectations of the owners of fliers 
that have tarned ont to be useless, the 
ambitious dreams of young jockeys 
and tho schemes of owners, all como to 
aneud, For four mouths the racing 
ponies that are worth keeping on the 
turf pass their days in ease, while somo 
of those who have disappointed thoir 
parties will have ample opportunities 
of gaining reputation in the paper. 
hanting field, or will figaro as hand. 
some brougham or useful trap ponies, 
iu tho streets aud suburbs of the 
Settlement. Meanwhile owners, riders, 
aud the racing community generally 
return to such business as remains 
to be dono daring the winter months, 
obtaining occasional relief either from 
its dullness or pressure in the papor- 
hunts, in shooting excursions in the 
country, and in the public and private 
cutertainments which occar during the 
slack season. ‘These help to pass the 
lime pleasantly, but it is possible they 
do not altogether cousole the genuine 
raciug man for doprivation of watching 
the training on chilly mornings, and 
following the fluctuations in the value 
of ponies, as shown by tho prices at 
which they are sold in the sweeps. 
‘Tho records of Shanghai, at all events 
those at our disposal, do uot carry us 
back to quito the earliest race meetings, 
but thirty-two years ago there were 
two days in the spring devoted to 
racing. ‘There may also have been an 
auluma meeting, but if there were the 
uewspaper of the time is silent about 
it, At the meeting in 1850, five events 
were decided on the first day and eight 




















jon the second. Some of these were 


open to all ponies, and Manilas took 
part in them; some were confined to 
Chinese, and others to Mouila ponies, 

wo races were in heats, one was over 
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hurdles, and another for Chinese riders. 
And in the intervals between the races, 
says the paper from which we aro quot- 
ing, “there was wrestling, footraces,and 
other athletic sports by the men of H.M. 
S. Pilot which uow adorns our port.” 
At that mecting the largest numbor of 
entries was thirteen and of starters 
eight, and tho sport seoms to bave 
pleased every one go well that at the 
close of the second day, ladies, Judge, 
and Clerk of the Course were all heartily 
cheered. From that time down to the 
present the races have been highly 
popular here. Like everything else in 
the place they have lad their ups and 
downs. Twenty years ago high-mettled 
English, Australian, and Arab race- 
horses coutended on our course, and 
at that timo the China pony fell into 
the shade. But it is soveral yenra 
since anything of higher breeding than 
tho native pony bas beon raced bere ; 
nor is it probable that (he presout 
generation of residents will sco a re- 
nowel of the contests of thorough-bred 
English horses on tho course by the 
Bubbling Well Road. It las uever 
been put forward by the supporters of 
racing in China aa a reason for the 
sport being maintained that the breed 

* of Obina ponies is thoroby improved. 
‘But we should think thore can be no 
donbt that the prices given here for 
likely ponies has vastly improved the 
breed. ‘The sale of the Arab chargers 
after (he last war did, uo doubt, begin the 
improvemeut, but much of that would 
most probably lave been lost hefore 
now, had it nob been for the constant 
domand inthe foroigu communities of t 
North of China for ponies that looked lil 
racing. Nor is it only among the ponies 
that are used for sport tbat there has 
beon a change for the better. All the 
ponies that wo have seen of late years in 
the Settlement and neighbourhood show 
more signs of breeding, move bottor, 
and aro in evory way of a highor clas 
than the animals with whom the early 
residents becnme nequainted. Some 
of the ponies which took part in the 
last meeting were shapely little horses 
mivinture, aud if the Maiden Stakes 

did not show us another Teen Kwang, 
or a successor to Black Satin, it could 
not be said that in the fields any falling 
off in racing-like looks was generally 
noticeable. And it is quite possible that 
tho state of the course on the first day 
may have prevented several ponies 
from showing their best powers. On 
the seoond day the course, though still 
deop in many places, was considerably 
improved, and tho races were rau in 
faster time, while on tho third day 
the going was much better in every 
way, aud the sunshine brought out 
probably as largo a crowd of foreigners 
and Chinese as ever wituessed the 
Shanghai races, In the Champion 
Stakes, which many regard as the chief 
raco of tho mecting, the field was an 
especially good one, and if the favour- 
ite won there were others who did 
not run into the places which their 
friends Lad confidently anticipated for 




















them. There have been several surprizes 
during the meoting, and it is cer. 
tnin that some victories could not be 
repeated ; but one good result of this 
ns been that, so far as we kuow, there 
have been no Leavy losses or winnings. 
We have uo meaus of knowing whe- 
ther the Chinese add to the interest 
they take in racing by wagering among 
themselves, though it is very likely 
that they do so, but if it is pure love 
of sport which briogs them to the 
course in such numbers as appeared 
whenever the weather was fine Inst 
week, there seems a prospect of the 
sport of Kings becoming a favourite 
with the Chinese.

Among them is to 
be found a large portion of the criminal 
population of the colony, and they do 
much to bafile the police in their endeav- 
oura to bring offenders to justice. It is by 
uo means certain that there are not mem- 
bers of this obnoxious secret confoderacy 
among the lokangs of the Colonial polica 
force, and if such be the caso, the rosult 
inust be to increase the opportunities of 
these rufians committing their lawless acts 
with impunity, 'Tho great weakness of 
the society is its nant of arms, it being 
known that they are very deficient in that 
respect. Arms in any quantity caunot be 
obtained nearer than Hongkong and Shang 
hai, and any action on a large scale might 
easily be made known to the authorities 
at the former place by compelling the 
dealers to give either regular accounts of 
their sales of weapons, or accounts of any 
large quantities sold, A considerable num 
ber of weapons has been bought in the 
colons, it is believed, by the society at 
diferent times, but they chiefly consist of 
antiquated muzzle-loaders, sold at a very 
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low price. As we have befure stated, con- 
cludes the Press, the grand objact of this 
society is the overthrow of the present 
dynasty of China, and such an attack as 
is now apprehended would no doubt have 
simply for its object plunder in order to 
secure an addition to its stock of arms. 
fe have already given our reasons for 
believing that the Manchu dynasty has no 
more to fear from the ‘Triad Society than 
the royal fa of England has from a 
gang of burglars or a strike of factory- 
hhauds in Laneashi: 

‘The following is one of the smartest 
Chinese tricks of trade that we have heard 
of for somo time. A native houg, whose 
house of business is near the Eust Gate, 
paid the usual subscription of $50 to the 
‘Pelephone Company aud had themselves 
connected up. As svou as this was done 
they very coolly converted their goduwn 
into a sort of branch oflice by inviting t! 
frieuds to sond messages through their 
wite, for which they charged certain fees 
which not only recouped the original 
outlay but also probably afforded’ the 
sharpers a very comfortable incom». 
AS & natural consequence the wires 
came to be mouopolised to an exter 
which seriously inconvenienced otler sul 
scribers, aud steps were taken to ascertain 
the cause, with the above result. As soon 
as the Agent became aware of the transac- 
tion he very properly ordered the wires to 
bo cut, and has thus put a stp to the game 
of the enterprising speculators.

The following note upon the wealth ac- 
cumulated by Chinese officials is by a 
contributor to the Hongkong Daily Press: 
— A former Governor-General of the 
Liang Kiang had acquired a fortune es- 
timated at eighty millions of taels. He 
was made to disgorge apart. The E 
of China in 1876 had about seven milli 
of taels in the treasury of the Imperial 
palace of Peking. ‘The amount 
was said to exceed fifteen millions, in sycee. 
Chung Hou, when he went to Russia to 
make the treaty for the rendition of Ili, 
had nearly forty millions of taels as his 
fortune. But he was born rich, and his 
family boasts, I have heard, of seven 
Governor-Geueralships. I am’not willing 
however, to be held answerable for the 
number, which was given to me. 
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it is said, eight millions of tael: 
fore has over thirty millions left.

lives very quietly in Peking, where the 


costs of an ex-ollicial’s establishment are 
not burdensome. Besides, the table luxu- 





d | ries of the great Chinese and Manchus are 


not expensive. Saurkraut, garlic, Limburg 
cheese, and a little rice or man-tow for 
seasoning, are to be had ata cheap cate. 
The Li family is rich, and the greater part 
of the most fertile lands of Anhui belongs 
to them. Prince Kung is very rich, as his 
revenue from banking and money lending 
(to officials) are vast. He charges high 
interest. Tso Tsung-t‘ang is poor; and 
Shén Pao-chén, late Viceroy of the Liang 

ny, died very poor, considering how 
great an official he was, and the riches of 
the provinces he governed. Ting Jih- 
ch‘ang, late Futai, was also blessed with 
much wealth ; the foundations of his riches 














were laid when he was Taotai of Shanghai. 


The China Mail of 30th ultimo say: 
“We aregrieved to hear that the grain, rice, 
‘and vegetable crops of the two provinces 
Kuangtung and Kuangsi, will this year bo 
—on the whole—considerably below aver- 
age yields. The fruit crops have also 
partially failed. The reason for the bad 
state of things is the long-coutinued 
drought. It is now, probably, too late to 
expect any benefit, even if raiu fell. Dis- 
tress will, we are sory to aay, be goneral 
throughout the Liang Kuang in the coming 
winter and spring, and already the villagers 
are feeling the pinch of poverty. In some 
places only half average crops, and of poor 
ty, ave been gathered, but in many 
istricts the rica harvest may be said to 
have entirely failed. ‘The Acting Viceroy 
‘Tséng, who has but lately taken over the 
government, is much perturbed about the 
evil prospects. When times of dearth 
overtake the provinces of the Cauton gov- 
erument, there is always aguravation of 
bad times, as the clans and village popula- 
tions take to systematic brigandage.” 

‘The same paper has the following on the 
late Governor of Hongkong. “* We hear, 
‘on good authority, that Sir John Pope 
‘Hennessy has received from H.M. Colonial 
Ollice the appoiutment, or promise of ap- 
poiutment, to the Governorship of Queens- 
land, The Colonial Oftice, it seems, has 
carefully investigated all the public history 
of our ex-Governor, aud has taken deci- 
sions upon the large crop of scandalous acts 
of misgovernment from which wo havo aut 
ered ; but instead of relegating Sir John to 
private life, or to a brief and ignoble career 
as Fenian or Land Leaguer, the man is t 
get another chance of making a colony mi 
erable! It seems to us that tho job at the 
expense of Queensland is altogether flagi. 
tious. The Colonists, however, havo it in 
their power to do what New South Wales 
meant to have done when it was rumoured 
that our Governor was to be withdrawn from 
Victoria and imposed on Sydney. We 
commend to our fellow-couutrymen of 
Queensland a careful enquiry into Governor 
Henuessy’s career, whether in Labuan or 
Bahamas, or at the Gold Coast or in Bar- 
badoes, and lastly, in Hongkong ; as it 
might be that some legitimate action, of a 
nature not only strictly lawful but emin- 
ently proper to British subjects, would be 
yot in time to bring H. M. Secretary of 
State for the Colonies to a sense of what 
is right.” 

We take this paragraph from the Daily 
Press of 1st inst. :—A telegram dated Lou- 
don, 7th October, which has not yet been 
published here,’ states that Sir Julian 
Pauncefute has been appointed permanent 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, vice 
Lord Tenterden deceased.

TAXATIO: 
‘Tus taxes laid on agricultural produce 
are the main support of the Chinese 
Government expenditure. ‘This is also 
truoof all civilized countries. Secondary 
to this source of reveuue are the taxes 
levied on special articles of produce 
and trade, ‘I'hese are divided into two 
kinds, ‘fhe first includes immediate 
produce, such as game, fish, medicines, 
tea, salt, and the working of metals, coal 
and other productions of mines, The 
second embraces worked-up articles 
with gales at markets, goods passing 
custom-houses, the manufacture of wine 
and all articles of export and import 
both st Iarge and small centres of 
commerce, and whether situated on 
tho sea or on rivers. Ma Tuan-lin, the 
great critic and historian of government 
institutions and of literature, saya that, 
according to the proverb, “tho mngis- 
trate trusts for his food to the land-tax 
and for his clothing to the duties levied 
at onstom-honses.” But, he adds, somo 
persons think that it is degrading for 
the prince to dispute with the people 
upon such low thomes as the prices of 
commodities, and he should not levy 
dues, ‘Lo answer this objection he re- 
marks that others hold all the produc. 
tions of the mountains and of the sea 
with the precions articles Iaid up in 
heaven and in earth to be the natural 
spoils of the bold and the strong, while 
the manufactured or other articles 
transported by morchants are collected 
in largo ‘quantities at the markets 
where they aro sold, and may be, both 
the ouo aud the other, very properly 
taxed to defray the outlay of the ex- 
ecutive government. 

‘Lhe same author tells us when the 
different branches of the Imperial 
Chinese revenue were commenced. 
Iron and salt began to contribute a 
sharo in the seventh century before 
Christ in the Tsi kingdom in the 
modern province of Shautung. The 
tax on tho manufacture of wine origin. 
ated in the Han dynasty. The tax on 
tea was first levied in the ‘Mang 
Aynasty, ‘The daties levied on goods 
passing mountain barriors, by bridg 
or at largo marts for trade, belong to 
all poriods, and were in existence before 
the days of Mencius, who has referred 
to them in a well-known passage which 
every educated official can repeat from 
memory, What ho tells us is that if 
in the Kings’ market at tho back of 
the palace, @ grouud reut for stalls be 
charged and no duty laid on goods, or 
if other things be insisted on as the 
Jaw requiries, but uo ground rent 
exacted, the merchants of the whole 
empire will be charmed, and come in 
crowds to store their goods in that 
market. A similar effect will be pro- 
duced if at frontior passes there is 
careful inspection of traders aud their 
packages, but no duty collected, 
Mencius says that this mildness will 
be highly popular, and merchants will 

















be seen flocking along the ronds of 
such a kingdom. ‘Tho notion of 
‘Mencins was that the people must be 
pleased, aud the rulers’ conduct must 
be such as to command popular favour. 
Ho adds that the way to please 
agricultural Ibourers is that they 
should ouly be asked to give their 
labour in tilling public land and be 
otherwise free from allimposts. At that 
time the governmnet slill retained in 
each neighbourhood a portion of the 
‘iginal land which was taken pos- 
session of by the first Chinese colonists. 
Afterwards the later practice of collect- 
ing taxes on field produce was found 
to work better, and was universally 
adopted. It is in fact quite surprising 
that Uke old mothod of retaining a 
piece of public Innd fur the king sur- 
rounded by eight allotments belonging 
to so many families who joined their 
forees to cultivate it for the king’s 
benefit shoald have continued in 
use so long. It is to this that Men- 
cius refers. The political economists of 
ancient China thought salt an excel 
lent thing to lay a tax upon, because 
every family uses it. ‘They calculated 
that a grown man needs five pints 
por month, a grown woman three 
and ® child two, so that although 
it is a very cheap article, the quan. 
tity used being enormous and quite 
constant, it was just tho very thing 
on which to ollect a permanent 
revenue. Consequently the’Chincso be- 
gan the aystem as advised by Kuan 
Chang 2,600 years ago, and have nevor 
since abandoned it. It was the sea salt of 
the Gulf of Pechibli that was first taxed 
in this way. Iron began to be taxed 
at tho same time and for a like reason. 
Every family needs a chopping inatra- 
ment, every doctor a ueedle, and evory 
farmer a plough. Manya little makes 
a muckle, and a tax of comparatively 
large amount can be secured from an 
article so universally necessary as irou. 
‘That was the reasoning of the day. 
Tho principle that the government 
should seck to have the people satisfied 
and levy no taxes against their wishes 
is one of the most valuable results of 
western civilization. It is equally a 
principle of the best western legis. 
Tati and of the Confucian school. 
Mencius held to it strongly and ex- 
pounded it energetically. But neither 
he nor Confu was aware that 
in regard to taxation Kuan Chung was 
a better politician, as the result bas 
shewn, than either. He introduced a 
system which has Insted ever since, 
while their idea, though itself noble 
andbenevolent,as Coufucianist doctrines 
usually are, was. wanting in practical 
sagacity,and consequently fell out of the 
sphere of possible polities after the 
revolution of a few centuries. The 
Confucianists failed to sce that though 
the merchant may not like to pay 
duties on his goods, the consumers 
feel the impost much less annoying if 
paid by the merchant than if paid by 
themselves. Nor did they notice that 
tho incidence of this sort of taxation 




































when lovied on articles passing barriers 
or the gates of cities, being on the rich 
rather than the poor, isa highly suit. 
able impost to aid the revenue in all 
countries whore the poor have small 
incomes, A rich man secures ina year 
more protection from his Governmeut 
than a poor man does, and his con- 
tribution onght to be larger to the 
expenses of administration. 





THE MONOPOLY QUESTION. 
In our issuo of the 1st instant we be- 
lieve we succeeded in showing conclu- 
sively that foreigners have a right by 
treaty to establish wanufactories in 
China, aud that the native authorities 
have therefore no power to grant mo- 
nopolies to their own people to the pro- 
judice of such right. Wo believe wo 
are in a position to say that this is tho 
viow taken of the subject by most if not 
all the Foreign Ministers atPeking. Such 
being the case, whatever may bo the 
opinions of the Chinese on the subject, 
any question in regard to such right 
clenrly arises under the treaties, and is 
a matter for diplomatic intervention. 
When therefore the native Cotton Ma. 
nufacturing Company put forward their 
claim to exclusive privileges to the 
prejudice of the Cotton Yarn Company 
which was formed under foreign aus. 
pices, tho Vice-Cousn!-General of the 
United States on behalf of the parties 
chiefly interested at once bronght the 
matter lo the notice of the ao-t'ui, 
In his communication to that func. 
tionary le stated that the ques- 
tion had been referrod by him to 
the Hon, J. Russell Young, United 
States Minister at Peking, and that 
pending the consideration of the matter, 
and until they were fully empowered 
to do so by tho proper authorities, the 
Cotton Yarn Company would make no 
attempt to carry out their scheme. 
Under these circumstances it was 
manifestly the duty of the local 
authorities to take no action whatever 
against the Cotton Yarn Company but 
to awnit the result of the negotiations 
between the United States Minister 
and their superiors at the Capital. 
Instead of doing so, however, the most 
determined aud persistent endeavours 
have been made by tho local officials 
to break np this company beforo any 
decision could be arrived nt in Peking, 
apparently in the hope that a dis- 
agreenblo issue might thus be avoided. 
This attempt of the native authorities 
to force by a resort to threats aud 
intimidation of the most startling 
nature, a premature settlement accord- 
g to their own views of the quos- 
tion which they have been officially 
informod had beon referred to tho 
United States Minister and been snb- 
mitted by him for the consideraton 
of the only authorities competent to 
deal with if, must be regarded asa 
wilful disregard of treaty obligations, 
if not 
authorities ; unless indeed it is promptly 
and completely disavowed by 
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It las been said that the promoters 
of the foreign cotton-spinning factory 
have placed themselves in rather an 
unfortunate position by forming their 
company after the mouopoly lund been 
granted to their antagonists. This 
somewhat formidable objection is how- 
evor deprived of all its strength by the 
fact that the monopoly was a secret 
one. No one knew that it Lad been 
granted; no one, therefore, can be 
held responsible for having “infringed” 
it—even if it could be considered valid. 
Phe foreiga company was started upon 
the distinct assurance of Consul-Geu- 
eral Denny that he kuow of no obsta- 
cles, official or other; it is therefore 
useless for the advisers of the native 
company to seek in auy way to invali- 
Gato the position of the forciguors on 
the ground that they infringed a patent 
of the existence of which they were 
not, and could not have been, aware. 
Arumonr is afloat to the effect that 
tho Vicoroy has sont down « second 
and very peromptory warrant for the 
arrest of the Fang-\‘ai compradore 
upon the former charge of compli- 
cily with tho rebels; which, in faco 
of the fact that an Imperial am- 
nesty was promulgated years ago to 
all those implicated in tho Rebellion 
who voluntarily resumed their allogi- 
‘ance to the Throne, must ho regarded as 
presumptive ovidence that His Excol- 
lenoy is rapidly becoming senile. 








‘THE TRIAD SOCIETY. 
Tae Okina Mail publishes a pieco of 
information from native sources which 
indicates the possibility of future serious 
trouble in Canton. The sooret societies 
of China have not beon heard of now 
for a considerable time. ‘That they 
wore extinct nobody of course with 
any knowledge of Chinese history will 
have believed, but the goneral impres- 
sion seoms to have been that they were 
settling down into a condition of harm- 
less inactivity, devoted to uo moro than 
the harmless mummory whicb wasia fact 
the only element in their constitution 
that kept them alive at all. ‘The 
Jargest and most formidable of them, 
however, appears to have recently 
started into fresh life. We are iu- 
formed by our Hongkong contemporary 
that the members of the ‘l'riad Asso- 
ciation have been very active lately, 
aud that for a considerable time past 
they have beon meditating an attack 
upon the city of Kowloon. “ About 
a month ago,” says tho Mail, “a bold 
and successful armed attack was made 
at night on a house of a wealthy 
Chinaman uear Kweng-shing, nnd a 
great amount of booty decamped with. 
The affair was reported to the author- 
ities, who at ouce despatched a body of 
troops to arrest (he ringleaders and 
bring them to justice. Instead of the 
marauders being cowed by this demon- 
stration of authority, they summoued 
their fall strength and fought the sol- 
diory. Hight soldiers.and six members 
of the Society are said to have been 














killed in tho enconnter, and a great 
many wounded. ‘This showe that the 
Society is becoming too powerfal, aud 
will require a vory effective check, a 
it has already assumed a very menacing 
attitade.” “The premeditated attack 
upon Kowloon is attributed by tho 
Hougkong paper to a desire for ven- 
geance, aud we are further informed, 
though with reserve, that a considerablo 
quantity of arms has been purchased by 
tho ageuts of the Society in Hougkong. 
All this of course is serious enough 
as far as tho condition of the provincial 
cities is concerued. It is however diffi- 
cult to couceive what the policy enn 
be which actuates the Society in ques- 
tion, The Government is credited 
with much uneasiness on the score of 
these associations, and the gloomy fore- 
bodings consequent on the appearance 
of the comet are not likely to be aliayed 
by the latest exhibition of restlessness 
on the part of a Society it has always 
dreaded. But the reiguing dynasty 
has little to fear from nuy organisation 
which from sheer mischief or robber- 
instincts makes wanton war on private 
property. No vational policy cau nc- 
tuate the leadors of a predutury band, 
however complete may bo its coustitu- 
tiou ; nor could any such leaders exor- 
cise an influence upon the populations 
of China menacing to the reigning 
dynasty. Thoy represent no cause 
which the people have at heart, and 
are looked upon simply as purposeless 
marauders, in the suppression of whom 
the people have au equal interest 
with the Government, As long as they 
enjoy tolerably just aud able admin. 
istration—one cannot reasonably ex- 
pect more in China—an immunity 
from natioual disasters, and timely 
aid in case of floods or famine, 
the Chinese will never rise against 
their ralers. If any eatastrophe wero 
to oceur, sufficient to shake the Throne, 
it would not come from the lawless 
bands which give such trouble to the 
authorities. It is far likelier that iu 
such an improbable event as a change 
of dynasty the revolution would be 
effected a3 a matter of state policy, 
forced upon some high officer of Chinese 
Tineage, and that the great body of 
the Empire would remaiu tranquil and 
unmoved while it was going on. 

















‘THE DISTURBANCE IN WUCHANG. 
We are much iudebted to our Hankow 
Correspondent for the vivid account 
he has sent us of the serious émeute 
among the soldiery at Wa-chang. It

Jarming riot has nevertheless occurred 
and gravo apprebeusions are enter- 
tained that the affair is yet far from 
being over. Judging from the ciream- 
stances as detailed to us by our Corres- 
pondent, it cortainly seems that the 
fault in the first instance lay with the 
District Magistrate. It is very possible 
that an unseemly brawl was going on 
in tho street as ho passed, aud the fact 
that one party to the disturbance was 
a small military officer may be held to 
have increased the discreditable nataro 
of the affair. Bat itis clear enongh that 
in ordering the immediate and public 
infliction of a shamefal punishment 
upou the ensigu the magistrate did 
& most impolitic if not most improper 
thing. The demand of the offender 
that be should be tried by his own 
suporior officers was a reasonable 
one, aud we think that the magistrate 
weakened his own position still further 
by acknowledging the ensign’s plea of 
privilege so far as to countermand the 
floggiug nud ordering him forty stripes 
upon the hand iustead. ‘These and all 
tho other points of the caso however 
will no doubt be carefully gone into 
aud weighed by the authorities at 
Peking, to whom the matter has been 
roferred. ‘I'ho insult to the military ser- 
vico was however soon requited by the 
soldiers, who subsequently waylaid the 
magistrate and beat him most severely. 
This led to the Viceroy and Major- 
Geueral iusisting upon the ringleaders 
being given up, demand which was 
reluctantly acceded to by the Colonel 
of the regimout sending on four of bis 
own relutious—whethor innocent or 
guilty does not scem to be very clear. 
‘These anen were secretly condemued to 
death, and nothing but the riot which 
broke out daring the night of the 29th 
ult, provented this most hasty sentence 
feom being carried into effect. In the 
menutime a state of the utmost dis. 
order and diequict provails in the city 
of Wu-chang. People are leaving it 
by thousands, lest a general rising 
should take place, oven the wife and 
family of the Viceroy being among tho 
refugees. At present affairs are ata 
deadlock, awaiting apparently instruc. 
tions from the Capital. Lyivg pro- 
clamations lave been issued by tho 
authorities with a view to assuaging 
the uneasiness felt by the people, in 
which the story of the four prisoners is 
boldly denied, and the destruction done 
to the yaméns of the Commandant of the 
city and the Major-General by the en- 
raged soldiery calmly attributed to the 
pressure caused by the crowds of people 
in the streets on tho night of the riot. 
‘These assurances, however, will not be 
effectual in deluding those who know 
the facts of the case, which are, indeed, 
public property. At the present stage 
of tho affuir it is only necessary for us 
to point out the grave danger which 
is incurred in China under any cireum- 
stances by the commission of an act 
which the people generally consider 
illegal and unauthorised. Chinese sol- 
diers havo genorally speaking an svil 
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repatation, and in many instances we 
believe that this is not undeserved. 
But the soldiery at Wa-chavg, we are 
assured, have always been a very in- 
offensive set. We can onsily imagine 
what the feeling in foreign troops 
would be if they were to see one of 
their officers subjected to a gross ii 
dignity in the public streets by a civil 
magistrate. In China the civil service 
rauks much higher thau the military, 
aud it is not surprising therefore if any 
such Ligh-banded proceeding as that 
attributed to Ts‘ai Lao-yeh at Wu. 
chang causes exasperation and reprisals 
on the part of the soldiery, who with 
all their inoffensiveness if let alone can 
arcely be expected to brook insult 
with folded hands. We believe we are 
correct in saying that there is nothing 
an official drends so mach as a rising 
amoug the people, whether the insur. 
gents be soldiers or civilians, The 
Chinese will submit to years of extor- 
tion, oppression, or injustice, so long 
as tho abuses do not go beyond a 
certain point ; but when that point is 
roached comes the rebound, and the 
rebound is generally terrible. Strange 
tales aro told of the humiliations prac- 
‘ised by high officers in moments of 
pauio, in the hope of averting the 
lynch law to which the exasperated 
people have appealed in their despera- 
tion, At the present moment the 
officials in Wachang are being actually 
held at bay, and if the teusion proves 
too gront for either side we may expect 
. to see a second outbreak more serious 
than the first. ‘That ity, 80 far 
from being resented, is appreciated and 
approved by the Chinese, is shown by 
tho fact that the few mandarins whom 
they have almost worshipped have been 
terrible martinets. Let an officer be 
‘a8 severe as he pleases, provided ho is 
just and incorruptible. Bat wauton 
ingult or flagrant injustice is a 
@angerous gamo for any mandarin to 
play, and when the passions of a Chinese 
mob are ouce excited the victim of its 
fury finds himself called upon to ex- 
piate, not the error of a moment, 
but the tyranuy and malfaisauoo of 
years.

LE. Chang Chil-tung has forbidden all 
his staif to receive presenta of any kind, 
bub the Yaméuites still have the temerity to 
demand fees on the most frivolous protexts, 
‘Thus, if a man has a petition to present, 
requisition to send in, or anapplication, h 
must pay tho Mén-fang, or Hao-fang, ti 
is, the men whose duty it is to receive, 
register, aud carry up to H.E, the docu: 
ments presented. If H.E, happens to sond 
for someone to appear at his office, the 
messenger demands a fee in the shape of a 
loan, for a few days, of a string of cash or 
40, and this is a terrible burden for those 
who have salaries so small that they can 
barely exist with decency. Again, the 
employed officials aro obliged to borrow 
the seal of some city official to apply it 
their own written application for mouthly 
salary, the paymasters refusing to pay out 
salaries or any money until the documents 
are stamped; aud that costs another few taela 
ayear. Allofticials are very poorly paid, and 
they cau hardly afford some of the ueces- 

of life, so it comes particularly hard 
wuch to have to pay for the loan of a 
stamp to allix to the documents necessary 
in procuring their monthly salaries, Hot 
water for tea in the waiting rooms of the 
Yaméns, has also to be paid for; so that 
an officer who is obliged to present himself 
on certain days at the different Yaméns in 
this city has many calls on his purse to 
satisfy the underlings. ‘These areso badly 
paid that it is a cruelty to refuse them 
the small sums they so much need to 
make up their expenses, but which most 
small officials can spare but very incon 
veniently. 

This morning at 9 a.m. I was favoured 
with a visit from a certain Mr, and Mrs. Niu, 
accompanied by a charming itlof seventeen 
oreiliteen summers. Old Nin isan aucient 
of threescore and ten exactly, but hale and 
hearty, and he assures me that he can 
walk a journey of twenty miles a day 
without ‘sufering, He is a hsiu-tsai and 
the father of several sous, two of whom 
lave taken the Bachelor’s degree, Niy 
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gets his livelihood by horoscoping and 
fortune-telling, and his wife, a dame of 
‘0, suffering from several infirmities, 
arnsa living by matchmaking. I have 
known Niu for some time, so the ancient 
soothsayer claims a sort of acquaintance- 
ship with me, and hence the call. I was de- 
lighted to receive them, as the young lady 
was positively fascinating in manners and 
appearance, the most iadylike Chinese 
woman that Ihave yet had the pleasure 
of meeting. She was dressed in a fine 
figured blue satin, elegantly embroidered, 
pointed, and trimmed. Her skirts were 
of black craps, figured, and trimmed to 
match the surtout or upper garment. The 
feet, though not very small according 
to Ghineso notions of such things, were 
encased in a aplendid pair of red satin 
shoes, finely embroidered and trimmed 
with care, Having accepted my invitation 
to stay and breakfast, Miss Kuo, (for 
such was her name), divested herself 
of her fine overalls’ and displayed a 
suit of the neatest calico one can imagine, 
just a marvel of cunning, which she assured 
mo was of her own work, wrought ia her 
leisure hours, Her ornaments wore few and 
ple,—a pair of silver-gilt earrings, and 
two hais-pins, a pair of plain wire-twisted 
fer bracelets, aud a fancy ring. She 
reads ordinary writing fluently, and knows 
the use of clocks and watches, can tell the 
time of day, and tho points of the compass. 
She speaks well, and has evidently been 
well brought up ; her hands are perfection 
itself, in form and whiteness, with a velvety 
softness about them which bespeaks their 
employment on fine work only. ‘Lhe au- 
ciont Niu told mo that the young lady 
was unfortunately the ouly daughter of 
poor parents, Her father, bein: 
trader, suffered and was ru r 
famine, and was now over Tis. 100 i 
to defray which his daughter was to besold. 
T listened and trembled at the thought of 
the dreadful fate awaiting such a gem 
for the paltry sum of ‘lls. 100 or so. 
Nin continued, ‘ Madame Kuo will not 
hoar of an arrangement that will part 
hor from her only child, and appears 
determined to go with her anywhere. It 
is not the custom, however, for purchasors 
to recounize the parents or relations of 
women they may have bought, and as the 
fathor wants money, and must have it 
quickly, they cannot’ come to an arrange- 
ment, ‘Che young lady herself you see is 
of good appearance and could command a 
good price, to go without her mother ; but 
sho herself also objects strongly to being 
separated for ever from her parents, so we 
have come to you to seo what you ‘can do 
or soy in this very important matter.” I 
answered that I was very poor, but would 
adly assist in keeping the young lady 
‘rom a lifo of enforced shame. * Yes,” says 
Niu, “you may do that, but sho must be 
married, and thero is no dowry to give her, 
and further her mother will not agree to 
a separation. The young woman herself 
hias expressed a desire to become your com- 
inion, if you will support her mother.” 
answered that I did not want a companion, 
but Niu and his wife exclaimed together, 
“You are forty years old, and have no 
children ; this young woman will bear them 
for you, she is healthy and strong, as well 
as young and willing. We have cast your 
horoscope, and you are to become a father 
at forty-one, that is, next year ; but where 
are the children to come from if you have 
no wifo? You must take a young coneu- 
bine, aud hero is one, who, with her 
mother, will bear and’ nourish children 
for you, the mother caring for her 
daughter when the time comes, and nur- 
fing the children. You will not require a 
nurse even, and they can both earn their 
living with their ‘needles at any work 
almost,—even making stockings.” The 
young woman showed some emotion, and 
Jotired to another room with Madame Niu 
‘until breakfast, at which she displayed the 
finest manners. She is quite @ mystery. 




































































It is my belief that she has been indiscreet, 
and cannot be married in the ordinary way ;

‘Tsdng  Kuo- 
ch‘iian could not purify the administra. 
tion, All his. energies wore directed to 
providing against the Famine ; he had to 
put up with tomporary shifts, and could 
not adopt vigorous reforms,’ Law and 
principle were alike trampled under foot, 
while Pao Héng acted as Governor. Wei 
Jung-kuang was transferred to Kiang- 
su before he had time to carry out his 
plans, but detailed all the advantages 
and defects of the provines to the Memo. 
rialist, After some months’ consideration 
Of the position, the Memorialist clearly 
perceived that the embarrassments and 
poverty, public and private, of Shanai 
Were such that utter ruin was at hand.

tho grain-sacks. ‘Tho total amounts to over 
‘Tie. 228,000. This sum tho Memorialist pro- 
poses to apply to the purchase of stores of 
grain, and tho building of granaries. “The 
short supply of grain has ever beon the 
cause of distress in Shansi. The grain is 
to be purchased at tho town of Pao-t‘ou ii 
Salach‘i t‘ing outside the pass, wher: 
half the price it is in the province. When 
tho price rises, the grain will bo taken by 
water to Chi-k‘ou (the carriage being 
covered by tho sale of a third of the 
amount), and therestored instonegeanar 
‘Theao yranaries, whon full, will bosealed up, 
and placed under the chargoof the Assistant 
Sub-profect of Chi-k‘ou. Chang Shu-p‘ing, 
‘Acting Brigade Genoral of Ta-t'ung Brigade, 
is recommended from his coustant residence 
at Pao-t‘ou, and his oxcellont character 
and abilities, to conduct the buying opera- 
tions at that place, His subordinates can 
perform tho necossary duties, and thus the 
great expense of keeping au oflicor eon- 
tantly at Pao-t‘ou to watch the market, 
will bo saved. ‘Tho Momorialist concludes 
by pointing ‘out the safeguard the now 
measure will afford against famine, The 
arrangement will bo completo in two years.
